London, June 7.—(By A, I')—The
government irtends to take steps to
bring to justice nll persons associnted
with erime in lIeeland, Premier Lioyd
George declared in the House of Com-
mons today in answering a question.

He added that with this object in
view the government wis rvnrgnma[llk
the Irish executive office and strength-
ening the police, naval and military
forces in Ireland. Tt wounld probably
also be necessary, he said, to strengthen
the law for dealing with erime.

It was the intention of the govern-
ment, he said, to put down the present
“organized eampaign of murder awl ns-
sussination.'”
